Contest Is Open to Stu- 
dents in United States 
and Canada 


Four W. E. Boeing scholarships 
will be offered again during the 
school year 1935-1936 to University, 
College, and Junior College stu- 
dents who are interested in avia- 
tion as a career. 

The awards, in the form of fly- 
ing, technical, and semi-technical 
courses, have a tuition value of 
$9,600, and will he given at the 
Boeing School of Aeronautics, a di- 
vision of United Air Lines Trans- 
port Corporation. 

The scholarships will be awarded 
on the basis of a thesis .competi- 
tion. To be eligible students must 
meet the following requirements: 

1 They must be male under-, 
graduate students in good stand- 
ing and in regular attendance in 
some university, college, or junior 
college in the United S.tates or 
Canada, which offers at least two 
years' of. work leading tp a Bachelor 
of Arts or Science degree. 

2. They must be of the white 
race; between the ages of 18 and 
25: of average height and normal 
weight: h*ave normal eyesight: and 
be free of any physical handicaps. 

3. They must submit a technical 
or non-technical treatise of not 
over 3,500 words on any aeronauti- 
cal subject of their own choice. 

Committee Judges 
Papers will be judged by a na- 
tional committee of award com- 
posed of men prominent in aero- 
nautical and engineering circles 
under the chairmanship of Dr. 
Baldwin M. Woods, of. the Depart- 
ment' of Mechanical Engineering; 
University of California. William 
B. Stout, president of the American 
Society of Automotive Engineers: 
Prof. Karl D., Wood, Department of 
Aeronautical Enginering, Cornell 
University, and Prof. Montgomery 
Knight, director of the Guggen- 
heim School of Aeronautics, Georgia 
Institute of Technology, are the 
other members, of the committee. • 
In determining the awards the 
following points will be considered: 
(a) the completeness and sound- 
ness of subject matter; (b) the 
success of the candidate, in analyz- 
ing his subject matter and drawing 
conclusions from it; (c) the merit 
of the paper as a composition; (d) 
the originality of subject matter, 
,and (e) the choice of subject. 

Winner of first award in the con- 
test will receive a complete Boeing 
Airline pilot and operations course 
covering 250 hours of flight instruc- 
tion and 3,765 hours of ground 
school. 

Closes March 15, 1936 
This exceeds the requirements 
necessary for a transport pilot li- 
cense. This course includes the 
latest developments in blind and 
instrument and landing beam fly- 
ing. Winners of second, third, and 
fourth awards may choose one of a 
number of technical and semi-tech- 
nical courses and will, in addition, 
receive 25 hours of dual and solo 
flight instruction. 

The scholarship competition will 
close Mar. 15, 1936, and theses must 
be mailed before that day. 

Winners of the 1936 scholarships 
may enroll at the Boeing School in 
the quarter beginning July.l, 1936, 
or the quarter beginning Jan. 2, 
1937.

McKinley Is Chairman of 
Committee on Tropical 
Diseases 


Dr. Earl B. McKinley, dean of 
the Medical School, was elected 
committee chairman for the Ameri- 
can Academy of Tropical Medicine, 
in charge of the American Founda- 
tion of Tropical Medicine, an or- 
ganization for U»e prevention, con- 
trol and scientific investigation of 
the tropical diseases which occur 
in the continental United States 
and neighboring countries around 
the Caribbean Sea.

In tropical medicine, one of the 
greatest scientists in this field hav- 
ing been the late Theobald Smith, 
who held the first chair In this 
country - in any university in bac- 
teriology at our medical school and 
throughout his life contributed 
several basic descoverles In the 
field of geographic medicine. One 
of his last honors before his death 
a year ago was the presidency of 
the American Academy of Tropical 
Medicine created largely through

has an M. 8. degree from the

the interest of 1 this University. A 
course in tropical medicine has 
been given continuously here since 
1906. At the organization meeting 
of the Academy in Washington in 
1934 the University established a 
gold medal to be awarded for out- 
standing discovery in tropical med- 
icine and this medal will be award- 
ed periodically through the Ameri- 
can Academy of Tropical Medicine: 


Criminals— beware ! 

Have you broken a promise, 
flunked an exam, stolen a pepper 
shaker, or murdered a professor 
since registration day? If so, look 
out! A poison chamber, tilled with 
cyanide, wil be ready for operation 
with the completion of the new 
Science Building. 

Instead of the destruction of 
students, however, the poison 
chamber, a part of the new green- 
house, will be for the destruction 
of bugs. Every plant before be- 
ing taken into the greenhouse, will 
be placed, in the chamber for 24 
hours. 

Once inside the greenhouse, the 
plant will be protected by the 
thermostat ~ which automatically 
keeps the temperature at the prop- 
er level and can take care of al- 
most any emergency contingency 
that can arise. It keeps the tem- 
perature at any desired level dur- 
ing the day and drops it to any 
other at night. If the pilot burner 
should go out it will not operate, 
so that the building could never 
be flooded with gas; or if the 
wat$r should leak out of the radi- 
ator, the. gas will not light to burn 
out the boiler. The gas heater 
to which the thermostat is con- 
nected is so regulated that when 
steam is present in the building, 
it, instead of the gas. will be uti- 
lized for the temperature regula- 
tion. . 

Coke and peat spread in the 
geenhouse soaked daily with water, 
keeps the air moist instead of dry, 
while- air motion, if pecessary, is 
furnished by an electric fan. A 
finely constructed hygro-thermo- 
graph keeps an accurate weekly 
record of the humidity and .tem- 
perature. 

The greenhouse, located on the 
roof of the Science Building, will 
be used for experimental work in 
the plant physiology and botany 
classes.

Plant Physiology- 
Class Awed By 
Natural Wonder 


In a square millimeter, not as 
large as a lead in a lead pencil, 
there are 425 corn root hairs, the 
Plant physiology class affirmed in 
a laboratory test last week. The 
members of the class also learned 
that each root hair is J-J.25 of an 
inch long and 1-2500 ol an inch 
in diameter. 

By measuring these hairs, the 
class was able to find how much 
surface there is for the absorption 
of . water, and how far intp the 
earth the roots will penetrate.

limped off the field at the fnd 
of the North Dakota game, he 
carried with him the most out- 
standing record ever compiled by 
a George Washington football 
player. 

In his three years of varsity 
play. 'Tuffy gained more than a 
mile from scrimmage... His total 
scrimmage gain was 1^,382 yards 
in 490 tries, an average of 4.86 
yards. 

Leemans tossed 161 passes and 
completed 61 for a gain of 966 
yards. On returns of punts, the 
elusive back wiggled 984 yards 
after receiving 84 punt£, an average 
of 12 yards a dgJuifT 

■The Colonial taautstay ran back 
kick-offs 24 times for a total of 
557 yards, a 23-yard average. 

Last Year, at Beat 

Tuffy gained moat territory from 
scrimmage in 1934. Playing in 10 
games, he reeled ’ off nearly half 
of his total, running 1,054 yards. 
His average that year was .5.09 
yards In 207 rushes. Though he 
only played in eight games this 
year. George Washington's hid for 
All-American fame cracked the op- 
ponents’ lines for a gain of 727 
yards in 141 trie* for an average 
of 5.16 yard6. 

In his first year,'- Leemans rushed 
the pigsklrt 142 times to gain 601 
yards, an average of 4.23 yards. 

In 1934, 54 passes were sent soar- 
ing into the blue by this husky 
defender of the Buff and Blue 
laurels. Twenty-iwo . were com- 
pleted for 375 yardB. It was the 
past season, however, that the Col- 
onial offense really opened up and 
called for passes nearly as often 
as John D. Rockfeller hands out 
dimes. The amazing Alphonse let 
loose 107 passes, mostly during and 
after the Rice game when the new 
open offense was born. Thirty-nine 
passes were completed for a gain 
of 591 yards, nearly six times the 
length of the playing Held. If foot- 
balls were used to measure this dis- 
tance. it would require all of the 
balls used by the Colonials this 
year, and still have enough ground 
left over to plant a new crop of 
footballs. 

Caught Passes 

Leerpans added a new wrinkle 
to his offensive brilliancy late In 
the past season by receiving passes. 
Tuffy caught five out of seven, two 
of which were received with one 
hand on the dead run. 

Though much has been written 
of Leemans, and praise heaped up- 
on him by close observers In the 
sporting world, cold figures such 
as these are the- most Important 
factors in establishing i back as 
a star ball carrier. The above facts 
have accomplished this purpose 
and the lone remaining honor of 
any significance left for Tuffy to 
garner Is a positron on one of the 
first two All American teams. 

May the All-America board, then, 
scrutinize these figures closely.
